occupied a5 a guard-room? 

A. ‘The coach-houfe was—the flables not. 

Q. Was not the ftable of Stanhope’s ‘lower expofed to alt the fire 
ofthe fort? A. Yes. . 

Q. Could the walls refift the finalleft cannon of the fort? A. No. 

Q. Can he recolleé& the length of that {table that. covered the view? 

A. About thirty feet in, front. ‘ : 

Q. Does-he recolle& the thelter the ememy kad between the houfe 
that was demolifhed and the farm-yard about the hollow ground ? 

A. He recolleéts the hollow very well. 

Q. Does Capt. T. imagine, that an army could have availed them- 
felves of the ftables in queftion, expofed as it was to the artillery of 
the place, in preference to the prote¢tion of the hollow ground? 

A. If there was any preference to be given, he thinks it was to the 
fables, becaufe from the hollow they could neither fee nor be feen— 
but from the ftables, though they could not be feen by us, we could 
be fen by them.

A.. The dituation was oblique to the Caftle. ; 

Genera! Murray offered a plan of the approaches, &c. and Sir Wil+ 
liam Diaper admitted it.

ME AHE enemy having collected his whole force by fea and

a large floating battery, many armed veficls, and near three 
hundred boats, purpofely conltructed for carrying troops : 

“Their land batteries mounted with above one hundred pieces 
of canhon, and an equal opmber of mortars and howitzers : 

An ary near forty thoufand men ; 

On the 13th inftant, avcight_in, the morning, all the batter- 
ing thips, commanded by Don Buenventura Moreno, Rear- 
adiniral, were pez in mosion, and came forward to the feveral 
{tations previoufly deterntmed they fhould take up: The Ad. 
miral being placed upon’thé capital of the King’s Battion, the 
other fhips extending three to the fouthward of the flag, as far 
as the Charch Battery, five to the northward about the height 
of the Old Mole, and due a very little to the weitward of the 
Admiral, by a quarter before ten, they were anchored in line, 
at the diftance of about a thoufand to twelve hundred yards. 
Immediately 2 heavy cannonade began from all the thips, fup- 
ported by the Cannon and mortars in the enemy’s lines and ap- 
proaches, ‘At the fame inftant, our batteries opened with hot 
and cold fhot from the guns, and fhells from the howitzers and 
mortars. This firing continued, without intermiflion, on both 
fides, untit noon, when that of the enemy from their fhips feem- 
ed to flacken, altho’ but little.. About 2 o’clock the Admiral’s 
fhip was obferved to fmoke, as if on fire, and a few men bufy 
upon the roof, fearching for the caufe. Our batterics never 
difcontinued: The enemy’s fire from the thips gradually de- 
creafed. About fevenin the evening they fired from a few 
guns, and that only at intervals. At midnight the Admiral’s 
thip was plainly difcovered beginning to burn ; an hour after it 

as completely in flames: Eight more of the fhips took fire in 
‘ccelion. Signals of diftrefs being now made, the launches, 
feluccas, and boats of the whole fleet began to take out the 
men from vn board the burning fhips. Many fhot were {ilill 
fired from thofe in which the flames had yet made no confider- 
able progrefs ; and the firé from the cnemy’s batteries on shore 
did not in the lea(t dimiaifh. Brigadier Curtis, who, with his 
fquadron of gun-boats, lay ready to take advantage of any fa- 
vourable circumftance,. left, the New Mole at two o’clock, and 
about three formed a line upon the enemy’s flank, advancing 
and firing with great order and expedition ; which fo altonith- 
ed and difconcerted the enemy, they fled precipitately with all 
their boats, abandoning the fhips, in which fome officers and 
numbers of their men, including many wounded, were left to 
perifh. This unavoidably muft have been their wretched fate, 
had they not been dragged from amid{t the flames by the per- 
fonal intrepidity of Brigadier Cursis, at the utmott hazard of 
his own life—a life invaluable to his Maje(ty’s fervice. For 
fome time f fele teo-amolt anguifh, feéing his pinnace clofe to 
one of the largelt hips at the inftant fhe blew up, and fpread 
her wreck toa vaft extent all round. The black cloud of 
fmoke being difperfed, I was again revived by the fight of the 
pinnacé, little apprehending that the Brigadier was in the ut- 
moft danger of finking, fome pieces of timber having fallen into 
and pierced the boat, (killing the coxfwain, and wounding o- 
thers of the men) fcarce any hope left of reaching the thore. 
Providentially he was faved by {topping the hole with the fea- 
mens jackets, wutil: boats arrived to their relief.---One of our 
gun-boats was funk at the fame moment. 

In the courfe of the day the remaining eight fhips feverally 
blew up wi-h violent explofions ; one.only efcaped the effeé of 
ous fire, which it was thought proper to burn, there being no 
poffibility of preferving her. 

The Admigal’s flag remained flying on board his hip till 
fhe was totally confumed. 

Your Lordthip will be pleafed to inform his Majefty, that the 
Royal artillery, additional gunoers, and marine brigade, only 
could be employed on this fervice, which they executed with 
the deliberate ¢oolnefs and precifioa of fchool practice, but their 
exertion was infinitely fuperior. The fire was inceflant, and 
the batteries abundantly fipplied with ammunition; every fol- 
dier in the garrifon, got on duty, eagérl¥ prefling to fhare in 
the honourable labours of the day. ‘The enemy's daring at- 
tempt by fea was effectually defeated by the conilant and well- 
fupported fire from our batteries; but the well-timed, judicious, 
and fpirited attack made by Brigadier Curtis, rendered this 
fuccefs a complete; victory. 

The enemy’s lofs, killed, burnt, drowned, and wounded, 
muit have beén great indeed. 

I inclofe a lift, NO. #, of the thips deftroyed, No. 2, of pri- 
foners taken, ail by Brigadier Curtis, except one Spanifh offi- 
cer, with eleven French foldiers, who, out of fourfcore, efcaped 
on the wreck of their boat?’ T'wo large launches from the fleet 
were taken, with the officers and men belonging to them. The 
fincere gratitude all the prifoners of war exprefled for their de- 
liverance from the various horrors that furrounded them, at- 
forded the highelt fatisfaction to humanity. 

I am happy to fay, my Lord, that notwithftending the enc- 
my’s violent effort, oulofs has not been great in numbers ; 
yet fuch gallant individuals mult be ever regretted. 

Captain Reeves, of the Royal artillery, was the only officer 
killed, and is much to be lamented for his knowledge and con- 
{tant unwearied attention to every duty. Our wounded ofi- 
cers will all do well; and we are hopeful not to lofe many of 
the foldiers. 

The Duke de Crillon, a Getcral of the higheft reputation, 
having the chief command of the allied forces, Princes of the 
Royal blood of France, dignified characters of Europe, firlt no- 
bility of See and great military officers, being prefent with 
the befieging atmy, an amazing concourfe of {pectators, that fill- 
ed the camp, and covered the adjacent hills on this occafion, 
induce us to believe, the Combined Powers had formed the 
moft fanguine expéGations of fuccefs from their battering flrips, 
deemed perfeé in defign, completed by dint of prodigious la- 
bour, and unlimited profafion of expence > and, by common 
report, pronounced invincible.

Warwick, at Sea, September 22. 1782, 
SIR, 

] HAVE the honour to inform you, that in the evening of the 

ith fome ftrange veffels were difcovered from on board his 

Majefty’s thips Lion and Veftal, which were chafed in confe- 

quence of my fignal, and occafioned our feparation. On the 

morning of the 12th five fail were feen from off the deck; two 
were to windward, whofe appearance Jed me to think they were 
exemics ; the three to leeward, I have every reafon to believe, 
were his Majefty’s fhips under my orders ; thefe circumftanees 
induced me to chace to windward: About feven in the morn- 
ing I was joined by the Bonetta floop; Captain Keats inform- 
ed me that the fhips to windward were men of war, and had 
declined to anfwer the private fignals which he had offeredto 
them the night before. Thus joined, we cuntinued the chage, 
tacking occafionally until nine, when a third thip flood acrofs 
from the Eaftward, thewing fignals unknown to me, and firing 
guus ; fo foon as he found the fignals were not anfwered he 
changed his courfe, as I did my chace: this latter being the 
nearef{t and leewardmoft, at twelve o’clock the chace hoifted

fent an officer to defire Caprain Focks to ule ever? efor€ t@ 
gain the Deleware, and there to enchor in fuch a ficuation @$ 
would moft effectually prevent the enemy from entering ; utd 
that I would follow in his Majefty’s fhip the inflant the priit#- 
ers were fhifted: At this ume the wind Was out of the ti- 
ver, blowing f{trong. On the 13th at day-light the encmy 
were feen at anchor withent Henlopea light-houfe, wih his 
Mijefty’s brig Racoon in company, their prize ; the fignal 
was made to chace; the enemy weighed and ran injo ibe river 
At this inflant the wind fhifted to the ealtward, which enabled 
the Warwick aod Veftal to weather them. Being thus cut off 
from the proper channel, it remaiued oaly for the Fresch Com 
modore to determine whether he would bring to and engage 4 
fuperior force, or attempt finding a paflage among the Sand 
Banks called the Shears, where Ais Majetty’s fhips, by reafon 
of their drawing more water, might not be able to follow them: 
He chofe the latter, and ran up the falfe Channel, where I did 
not hefitate to follow ; for, though the rifk was great, the ob 
ject was confiderable. Unfortunately neither of the King’s fhips 
had a pilot; here the enemy “had an advantage, as 1 am well 
intormed the pilot of the Racoon had not honsity enough to re 
fitt the offer of 500 lohis d’ors, and that he took charge ° 

their fhips. Abgat twelve o’clock I was obliged 10 anchor on 
account of fhallow water, and was joined by the Lion, Bonet 
ta, and Sophie prize fhip: The enemy anchored at the fame 
time. The boats of the {quadron were ordered out to found, 
and the Bonetta, Captain Keats, to-go a-head and Iegdin the 
belt water. In this manner we kept failing and anchoring #& 
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Greumflances permitted, until. the rth, the enemy all this 
time retiring with the fame precautions. Ar three in the after- 
noon the fignal was made to weigh ; {von after the enemy were 
under Gail, evidently in great confafion, changing their courfe 
frequeni'® on account of thallow water, About fix in the evén- 
ing, the Bonegta made the fignal for being in Mallow water, 
aod very foon after to anchor immediately, which was done in 
four fathoms aud a half. A bone came on board to inform me, 
that it was impoflible to advance further ; however, to couh- 
terballance this mortification, we had the fatisfaction to fee the 
largett of the enemy -run w grownd and ftick fat. I fent Mr 
Lock, fisft lieutenant of the Warwick, with orders to Captain 
Fox of the Veftal, and Captain Ketts of the Bonetta, that they 
fhoald’ run upon each quarter of thé enemy, as near as pofhible, 
and attack. Mr Lock, after having delivered my orders, was di- 
reéted to take the command of the Sophie, now furnifhed with 
rso’men from the Warwick and Lion, and join the attack. Io 
juttice to thefe officers I mutt acknowledge that my orders were 
put in execution with a celerity and addrefs that does them 
credit. The Veflal ran a-ground clofe on the {tarboard quar- 
ter, the Boretta within two hundred yards on the larboard 
guarter 5 and the third ‘thip placing herfelf under the flern, the 
French? Commodore found himfelf obliged to furrender, on the 
Veltal’s beginning to fire, not having a gun to bear on any of 
our fhips; thus owing to the good conduct of the Captains 
and other officers employed ou this fervice, and the activity of 
the men, was L’Aigle of forty guns, the finett frigace ever 
fent forth from Europe, taken poficthon of for his Majeity. 
She was commanded by Compte La Tooche, bearing a broad 
pendant,-an officer of great repvtation, and, if I may be allow- 
‘ed an opinion, who made great exertions to extricate himfelf 
from his difficulties ; he cut away~the malts and bored the 
Bottom before fhe ftrack. L’Aigle mounts twenty-eight guas 
on the main-deck, twenty-four pounders, and twelve nine 
pounders on the quarter-deck and forecaftle, with upwards of 
600 men on board. The Baron Viominil, Commander in 
Chief of the French army, Monf. La Va de Montmerancy, 
Duke Laufan,- Vifcount de Fleary, and fome other officers of 
rank, efcaped on fhore in the fame boats which took away a 
great part of the treafure; two finall catks and two boxes have 
allen “into our hantls ; the Gloire diuwing Jets’ warer then 
L’Aigle got up the-river. » So foon as the King’s thips were 
got off the ground and in fafety, every. body was employcd to 
fave the prize, which with much -laubour, uoder the manage- 
ment of Captain Fooks, Was erfe&ed on the 17th, On the 
2oth, in running down the Bay, I obferved two brigs, who 
had been prevented from getting up the river, io the act of 
‘landing their cargoes. I ordeved the Vellal to diflodge the 
people on board, and fend the boats to burn them, which was 
done.

"HE Gentlemen, Frecholiters. Juftices of Peace, Commiffioners of 
| Supply, and other Landholders belonging to thefe counties, who 
met here this dav, in confequence of advertifements in the news-papers 
by their Sherif. Depute, being conftitute, made choice of Sir John Gor- 
don of Invergordon, Baronet, to be their Prefes; when they, having 
taken into their confideration the prefent ftate of the Militia Laws in 
Scotland, were uranimoufly of opinion, that they were defective ; that 
the.internal defence which has beem granted to Scotland is infpflicient 
and inadequate for proteéting the coafts of this kingdom : That there- 
fove the Marquis of Graham has great merit for his patriotic conduct, 
in bringing forward to Parliament a Bill for the better ordering the 
Mi itia Forces in this kingdom ; and this Meeting defire his acceptance 
of their thanks for his condué on that cecafion : That the Committee 
of Noblemen and Gentlemen, met at Edinburgh in July lat, whereof 
the Earl of Glencairn was Prefes, merit, thefe Counties applaufe, for the 
exertions they have made to roufe and animate their countrymien to & 
fenfe of their danger, when the Bill prefented by the noble Marquis 
was rejected in Parliament ; and for framing the Sketch of the propo- 
fed New Bill, now laid before the Meeting; and they requeft their ac- 
ceptance of the gratef-il thanks of thefe Counties, for their. public {pi« 
rited conduét. ‘Thefe Counties, from their great extent of coaft, being 
liable to the infults and depredations of the moft trifling privateers,
